How to Use a Pokemon Box 

There are twelve boxes in which you may store Pokemon. 
Newly-captured Pokemon wtH be 3tored in the currently- 
selected box. When a box is fall you must change boxes. 


If Your Pokemon Box is Fall 

If your Pokemon Box is fu8. you will not be able to keep Pokemon that you 
capture. You need to access the computer in a PokSmon Centre and 
change to a box that is not fail. 
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Hidden Machine 

Sometimes, you will get a Hidden Machine instead of a Technical Machine, 
It works similar to a Technical Machine, but you can use a Hidden Machine 
as many times as you want Also, the skills teamed from this machine can 
be used white moving in the world For instance, you can CUT a tree block¬ 
ing the road by using an ability coiled CUT. or swim in the water by using 
an ability called SURF. 
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How to Arrange Items 

First open ITEM on the Menu screen. Move the cursor (using the ♦ Control 
Pad) to the item you want to move, then press SELECT. Next move the cur¬ 
sor to where you want the item to be moved using the + Control Pad. end 
press SELECT.
